December. 

Before the undersigned Maitre Carlo WERSANDT, notary residing in 
Luxembourg, Grand-Duchy of Luxembourg. 

THERE APPEARED: 

Merlin UK Finco 1 Limited, a company incorporated under the laws of the 
United-Kingdom, having its registered office at 3, Market Close, batiment Poole, GB 
- BH15 1 NQ, Dorset, United-Kingdom, registered with the Registrar of Companies 
for England and Wales under number 8753258, acting through its Luxembourg 
Branch, Merlin UK Finco 1 Limited, Luxembourg Branch, having its registered office 
at 2-4, rue Eugene Ruppert, L-2453 Luxembourg, registered with the Luxembourg 
Trade and Companies Register under number B 182250 (“Merlin UK”), and 

Merlin Lux Finco 1 S.a r.l., having its registered office at 2-4, rue Eugene 
Ruppert, L-2453 Luxembourg, Grand-Duchy of Luxembourg and registered with the 
Luxembourg Trade and Companies (Regis tre de Commerce et des Societes ) under 
number B 182047, incorporated following a deed of the undersigned notary on 20 
November 2013, published in the Luxembourg Official gazette ( Memorial C, Recueil 
des Societes et Associations), on 28 January 2014, under number 252. The Company’s 
articles of association have been last amended by a deed of the undersigned notary, 
pursuant to a deed dated 10 July 2015 and published in the Memorial C, Recueil des 
Societes et Associations, on 7 October 2015 under number 2767 (the “Company”), 
here duly represented by Mrs Rachel BERNARD, private employee, residing 
in Luxembourg, by virtue of proxies given under private seal, 

the said proxies, initialled "ne varietur" by the proxyholder of the appearing 
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parties and the undersigned notary, will remain annexed to the present deed to be filed 
at the same time with the registration authorities. 

Merlin UK and the Company, both prenamed, request the notary to act that: 

I. They hold all the shares of the Company. 

II. The Company's corporate capital is set at twenty thousand fourteen Dollars 
of the United States of America (USD 20,014.-), represented by twenty thousand five 
(20,005) ordinary shares and nine (9) mandatory redeemable preferred shares 
(hereafter the “MRPS”), each having a nominal value one Dollars of the United States 
of America (USD 1.-). 

Therefore, the appearing parties have requested the undersigned notary to record 
the following resolutions: 

FIRST RESOLUTION 

The appearing parties resolve (i) to cancel the MRPS currently held in the 
portfolio by the Company with immediate effect, and, as a consequence, (ii) to reduce 
accordingly the share capital of the Company for an amount of nine Dollars of the 
United States of America (USD 9.-) so to decrease it from its current amount of twenty 
thousand fourteen Dollars of the United States of America (USD 20,014.-) to twenty 
thousand five Dollars of the United States of America (USD 20,005.-) due to the 
cancellation of the MRPS with nominal value of one Dollar of the United States of 
America (USD 1.-) each. 

SECOND RESOLUTION 

As a consequence of the foregoing resolution and further to the decrease of the 
share capital of the Company referred above, the remaining shareholder resolves to 
restate the Company's articles of association, which shall henceforth read as follow: 

A. Form - Corporate object - Duration - Name - Registered office 

Article 1 - Form 

There is hereby formed between the subscriber and all those who may become 
members in the future, a private limited liability company (societe a responsabilite 
limitee), which will be governed by the laws pertaining to such an entity (hereafter 
the "Company”), and in particular by the law of August 10, 1915 on commercial 
companies as amended (hereafter the "Law"), as well as by the present articles of 
association (hereafter the "Articles"). 

Article 2 - Corporate object 
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The object of the Company is the holding of participations, in any form 
whatsoever, in any commercial, industrial, financial or other Luxembourg or foreign 
companies, the control, the management, as well as the development and the disposal 
of these participations. 

It may acquire any securities or rights by way of share participations, 
subscriptions, negotiations or in any manner, participate in the establishment, 
development and control of any companies or enterprises and render them any 
assistance. 

The Company may also act as manager or director of one or several companies 
in the Grand Duchy of Luxembourg or in any other jurisdiction. 

The Company may borrow money in any form and proceed to the issuance of 
bonds, notes, promissory notes, certificates or any other financial or debt instruments 
or debt securities which may be convertible or not. 

The Company may grant loans or advance money by any means to other 
companies or undertakings belonging to the same group of companies as the 
Company and render any assistance by way in particular of the granting of 
guarantees, collaterals, pledges, securities or otherwise and subordinate its claims in 
favour of third parties for the obligations of any such companies or undertakings. 

The Company may also enter into, execute and deliver and perform any swaps, 
futures, forwards, derivatives, options, repurchase, stock lending and similar 
transactions. The Company may generally employ any techniques and instruments 
relating to investments for the purpose of their efficient management, including, but 
not limited to, techniques and instruments designed to protect it against credit, 
currency exchange, interest rate risks and any such other risks generally. 

In addition, the Company can perform all legal, commercial, technical and 
financial investments or operation and in general, it may take any controlling and 
supervisory measures and cany out any operation or transaction which it may deem 
necessaiy or useful in the accomplishment and development of its purpose. 

Article 3 - Duration 

The Company is formed for an unlimited period of time. 

Article 4 - Name 

The Company will have the name "Merlin Lux Finco 1 S.d r.l. ". 

Article 5 - Registered office 
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The registered office of the Company is established in Luxembourg City (Grand 
Duchy of Luxembourg) . 

It may be transferred to any other place in the Grand Duchy of Luxembourg by 
means of a resolution of an extraordinary general meeting of its shareholders 
deliberating in the manner provided for amendments to the Articles. 

The address of the registered office may be transferred within the municipality 
where the Company has its registered office by simple decision of the manager or in 
case of plurality of managers, by a decision of the board of managers. 

The Company may have offices and branches, both in Luxembourg and in any 
other jurisdiction. 

If political, economic or social developments that would interfere with the 
normal activities of the Company at its registered office, or with the ease of 
communication between such office and persons abroad, as determined by the 
management of the Company, have occurred or are imminent, the registered office 
may be temporally transferred to another jurisdiction until the complete cessation of 
these abnormal circumstances; such temporary measures shall have no effect on the 
nationality of the Company which, notwithstanding the temporary transfer of its 
registered office, will remain a Luxembourg company. Such temporary measures will 
be taken and notified to any interested parties by the management of the Company. 

B. Share capital. Shares and transfer of shares 

Article 6 - Share capital 

The share capital is set at twenty thousand five US dollars (USD 20,005) 
represented by twenty thousand five (20,005) shares (the “Shares”) with a nominal 
value of one US dollar (USD 1 ) each. 

Each Share is entitled to one vote. 

The capital may be amended at any time by a decision of the single shareholder 
or by a decision of the shareholders' meeting, in accordance with article 18 of the 
Articles. 

Article 7 - Reserve account 

The Company may set up a reserve account into which any premium paid on 
any share is transferred. 

Article 8 - Shareholders ’ rights 
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Each Share entitles the holder thereof to a fraction of the Company's assets and 
profits of the Company in accordance with article 21 of these Articles in direct 
proportion to the number of Shares in existence. 

Article 9 - Shares indivisibility 

Towards the Company, the Company's Shares are indivisible, since only one 
owner is admitted per Share. Joint co-owners have to appoint a sole person as their 
representative towards the Company. 

Article 10 - Transfer of Shares 

In case of a single shareholder, the Company's Shares held by the single 
shareholder are freely transferable. 

In case of two shareholders, the Company's Shares are freely transferable 
between such two shareholders. 

In the case of plurality of shareholders, the Shares held by each shareholder 
may be transferred by application of the requirements of articles 189 and 190 of the 
Law. 

In the event of death, the Shares of the deceased shareholder may only be 
transferred to new shareholders subject to the approval of such transfer given by the 
other shareholders in a general meeting, at a majority of three quarters of the share 
capital. Such approval is, however, not required in case the Shares are transferred 
either to parents, descendants or the surviving spouse. 

Article 11 - Redemption of Shares 

The Company may redeem its own Shares to the extent permitted by these 
Articles and in accordance with the Law. 

C. Management 

Article 12 - Board of managers 

The Company is managed by one or several managers, which do not need to be 
shareholders. 

The manager (s) is (are) appointed by the general meeting of shareholders which 
sets the term of their office. The manager(s) may be dismissed freely at any time. 

The death or resignation of a manager, for any reason whatsoever, shall not 
cause the dissolution of the Company. 

Article 13 - Representation of the Company 

The Company will be bound in all circumstances by the signature of its sole 
manager. 
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In the case of several managers, the Company is managed by a board of 
managers, who need not necessarily be shareholders. In that case, the Company will 
be bound in all circumstances by the individual signature of any member of the board 
of managers. 

Article 14 - Delegation of power 

The board of managers may grant special powers by authentic proxy or power 
of attorney by private instrument. 

Article 15 - Meeting of the board of managers 

The board of managers shall choose from among its members a chairman, and 
may choose from among its members a vice-chairman. It may also choose a secretary, 
who need not be a manager, who shall be responsible for keeping the minutes of the 
meetings of the board of managers. 

In dealings with third parties, the board of managers has the most extensive 
powers to act in the name of the Company in all circumstances and to authorise all 
transactions consistent with the Company ’s object. 

The board of managers shall meet upon call by the chairman, or two managers, 
at the place indicated in the notice of meeting. The chairman shall preside at all 
meeting of the board of managers, but in his absence, the board of managers may 
appoint another manager as chairman pro tempore by vote of the majority present at 
any such meeting. 

Written notice of any meeting of the board of managers must be given to the 
managers at least twenty-four hours in advance of the date foreseen for the meeting, 
except in the case of an emergency, in which case the nature and the motives of the 
emergency shall be mentioned in the notice. This notice may be omitted in case of 
assent of each manager in writing, by cable, telegram, telex, facsimile or email, or 
any other similar means of communication. A special convocation will not be required 
for a board meeting to be held at a time and location determined in a prior resolution 
adopted by the board of managers. 

Any manager may act at any meeting of the board of managers by appointing 
in writing or by cable, telegram, telex or facsimile another manager as his proxy. 

A manager may represent more than one of his colleagues. 

Any manager may participate in any meeting of the board of managers by 
conference-call, videoconference or by other similar means of communication 
allowing all the persons taking part in the meeting to hear one another. The 
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participation in a meeting by these means is equivalent to a participation in person at 
such meeting. The board of managers can deliberate or act validly only if at least a 
majority of the managers is present or represented at a meeting of the board of 
managers. Decisions shall be taken by a majority of votes of the managers present or 
represented at such meeting. 

The board of managers may, unanimously, pass resolut ions by circular means 
when expressing its approval in writing, by cable, telegram, telex or facsimile, or any 
other similar means of communication, to be confirmed in writing. The entirety will 
form the minutes giving evidence of the resolution. 

Article 16- Minutes of a meeting 

The minutes of any meeting of the board of managers shall be signed by the 
chairman or, in his absence, by the vice-chairman, or by two managers. Copies or 
extracts of such minutes which may be produced in judicial proceedings or otherwise 
shall be signed by the chairman, or by two managers. 

Article 17 - Liability of the manager(s) 

The manager(s) do not assume, by reason of its/their position, any personal 
liability in relation to commitments regularly made by them in the name of the 
Company. They are authorised agents only and are therefore merely responsible for 
the execution of their mandate. 

D. Shareholders ' meetings ; - Sole shareholder 

Article 18 - Shareholders' meetings and decisions of the sole shareholder 

Each shareholder may participate in the collective decisions irrespective of the 
numbers of shares which he owns. Each shareholder is entitled to as many votes as 
he holds or represents shares. 

Collective decisions are only validly taken in so far they are adopted by 
shareholders owning more than half of the share capital of the Company. 

The amendment of the articles of incorporation requires the approval of a 
majority of shareholders representing at least three quarters of the share capital of 
the Company. 

The sole shareholder exercises the powers granted to the general meeting of 
shareholders under the provisions of section XII of the law of 10 August 1915 
concerning commercial companies, as amended. 

E. Accountins year and annual accounts 

Article 19 - Accounting year 
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The Company's financial year starts on the first of January and ends on the 
thirty-first of December of each year. 

Article 20 - Annual accounts 

At the end of each financial year, the Company's accounts are established and 
the sole manager or the board of managers, as the case may be, prepares an inventory 
including an indication of the value of the Company's assets and liabilities. 

Each shareholder may inspect the above inventory and balance sheet at the 
Company's registered office. 

Article 21 - Allocation of profits and interim dividends 

Each year on the thirty-first of December, the accounts of the Company are 
closed and the managers shall prepare an inventory including an indication of the 
value of the Company ’s assets and liabilities. 

Five per cent (5%) of the net profit are set aside for the establishment of a 
statutory reserve, until such reserve amounts to ten per cent (10%) of the share capital 
of the Company. The balance of such net profits (if any) may be freely used by the 
shareholders. 

The manager or the board of managers may decide to pay an interim dividend 
on the basis of a statement of accounts prepared by the manager or the board of 
managers showing that sufficient funds are available for distribution, it being 
understood that the amount to be distributed may not exceed realized profits since the 
end of the last fiscal year, increased by carried forward profits and distributable 
reserves, but decreased by carried forward losses and sums to be allocated to a 
reserve to be established by law or by these articles of incorporation. 

F. Liquidation and dissolution 

Article 22 - Liquidation 

At the time of winding up the Company the liquidation will be carried out by 
one or several liquidators, shareholders or not, appointed by the shareholders who 
shall determine their powers and remuneration. 

After payment of all debts and liabilities of the Company, the surplus will be 
paid to the holders of Shares on a pro rata basis. 

Article 23 - Dissolution 

The Company shall not be dissolved by reason of the death, suspension of civil 
rights, insolvency or bankruptcy of the sole shareholder or of any of the shareholders. 

G. Applicable law 
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Article 24 - Applicable law 

Reference is made to the provisions of the Law for all matters for which no 
specific provision is made in these Articles. 

THIRD RESOLUTION 

The remaining shareholder resolve to give power and authority to any manager 
of the Company, to proceed on behalf of the Company with the registration of the 
above resolutions in the register of the Company. 

COSTS 

The expenses, costs, remuneration or charges in any fonn whatsoever which 
will be borne to the Company as a result of the present Shareholder deed are estimated 
at approximately nine hundred Euros (EUR 900.-). 

DECLARATION 

The undersigned notary, who understands and speaks English, states that, on the 
request of the proxyholder of the appearing party, the present deed is drawn up in 
English, followed by a French version and, in case of divergences between the English 
text and the French text, the English text prevails. 

WHEREOF, this deed was drawn up in Luxembourg, at the registered office 
of the Company, on the day stated above.

Les parties comparantes decident (i) d’annuler les APRO actuellement detenues 
en portefeuille par la Societe, avec effet immediat, et, par consequent, (ii) decident de 
reduire le capital social de la Societe d’un montant de neuf dollars des Etats-Unis 
d’Amerique (9,- USD) pour diminuer son montant actuel de vingt mille quatorze 
dollars des Etats-Unis d’Amerique (20.014,- USD) a vingt mille cinq dollars des 
Etats-Unis d’Amerique (20.005,- USD) par l’annulation des APRO ayant une valeur 
nominale d’un dollar des Etats-Unis d’Amerique (1,- USD), chacune. 

DEUXIEME RESOLUTION 

En consequence de la resolution precedente et suite a la reduction du capital 
social de la Societe, l’associe subsistant decide de refondre les statuts de la Societe, 
qui devront dorenavant se lire comme suit : 

A. Forme - Objet Social - Puree - Nom - Siege Social 
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Article 1 - Forme 

II est forme par les presentes par le souscripteur et tons ceux qui deviendront 
associes dans le futur, une societe a responsabilite limitee (ci-apres la « Societe »), 
qui est regie par les lois du Grand-Duche de Luxembourg et en particulier la loi du 
10 aout 1915 relative aux societes commerciales, telle que modifiee (ci-apres la « Loi 
»), ainsi que par les presents statuts (ci-apres les « Statuts »). 

Article 2 - Objet social 

La Societe a pour objet la prise de participations sous quelque forme que ce 
soit, dans d'autres societes luxembourgeoises ou etrangeres, ainsi que le controle, la 
gestion, la mise en valeur et la disposition de ces participations. 

La Societe peut acquerir tons titres et droits par voie de participation, de 
souscription, de negociation ou de toute autre maniere, participer a I'etablissement, 
a la mise en valeur et au controle de toutes societes ou entreprises, et leur fournir 
toute assistance. 

La Societe peut egalement agir en qualite de gerant ou d'administrateur d'une 
ou de plusieurs societes au Grand-Duche de Luxembourg ou dans toute autre 
juridiction. 

La Societe peut emprunter de I'argent sous toute forme et proceder a remission 
d' obligations, de titres, de reconnaissance de dettes, de certificats ou de tout autre 
instrument financier ou de dette convertibles ou non. 

La Societe peut accorder des prets ou des avances par tons moyens a d'autres 
societes ou autres entreprises appartenant au meme groupe de societe que le societe 
et accorder tout concours par voie notamment d'octroi de garanties, de suretes, de 
nantissements, de gages ou autres ou subordonner ses droits au profit de tiers pour 
les obligations desdites societes ou entreprises. 

La Societe peut egalement contracter, executer ou accomplir toutes operations 
de swaps, operations a terme futures), operations sur produits derives, marches a 
prime (options), operations de rachat, de pret de titres ainsi que toutes autres 
operations similaires. La Societe peut, de maniere generale, utiliser toutes techniques 
et instruments lies a des investissements en vue de leur gestion efficace, y compris des 
techniques et instruments destines a la proteger contre les risques de credit, de 
change, de taux d'interet et generalement de tout autre risque. 

En outre, la Societe peut accomplir toute operation financiere, juridique, 
commerciale et technique et, en general, prendre toute mesure de controle et de 
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surveillance et faire toute operation on transaction qu'elle jugera utile on necessaire 
a I'accomplissement ou au developpement de son objet. 

Article 3 - Duree 

La Societe est constitute pour une duree illimitee. 

Article 4 - Nom 

La Societe a comme denomination «Merlin Lux Finco 1 S.a r.L». 

Art. 5 - Siege social 

Le siege social est etabli a Luxembourg Ville (Grand-Duche de Luxembourg). 

II peut etre transfere en toute autre commune du Grand-Duche de Luxembourg 
par une resolution du ou des associes prise aux conditions requises pour la 
modification des Statuts. 

L'adresse du siege social pent etre deplacee a I'interieur de la commune dans 
laquelle son siege social est situe par simple decision du gerant, ou en cas de plurality 
de gerants, du conseil de gerance. 

La Societe peut avoir des bureaux et des succursales tant au Grand-Duche de 
Luxembourg que dans toute autre juridiction. 

Si des evenements d'ordre politique, economique ou social, de nature a 
compromettre Vactivite normale de la Societe a son siege social, ou la facilite de 
communication entre ce siege et les personnes a I'etranger, telles que definis par la 
gerance de la Societe, sont intervenus ou sont imminents, le siege social pourra etre 
transfere provisoirement dans une autre juridiction jusqu'a cessation complete de ces 
circonstances anormales; ces mesure provisoires n'auront toutefois aucun effetsur la 
nationality de la Societe laquelle, nonobstant ce transfer 4 provisoire du siege social 
restera une societe luxembourgeoise. Pareilles mesures provisoires de transfert du 
siege social seront prises et not fees a toute partie interessee par la gerance de la 
Societe. 

B. Capital social, parts sociales et transfert de Parts sociales 

Article 6 - Capital social 

Le capital social de la Societe est fixe a vingt mille cinq US dollars (USD 
20.005) represente par vingt mille cinq (20.005) parts sociales (les «Parts Sociales ») 
d’une valeur nominale de un dollar (USD 1) chacune.. 

Chaque Part Sociale donne droit a un vote. 
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Le capital social pent etre modifie a tout moment par une decision de I’associe 
unique on par decision de Vassemblee generale des associes, conformement a V article 
18 des Statuts. 

Article 7 - Compte de reserve 

La Societe peut mettre en place un compte de reserve sur lequel toute prime 
payee sur toute Part Sociale est transferee. 

Article 8 - Droits des Associes 

Chaque Part Sociale donne droit pour son detenteur a une fraction des actifs et 
benefices de la Societe conformement a I'article 21 de ces Statuts, en proportion 
directe avec le nombre des Parts Sociales existantes. 

Article 9 - In division des Parts Sociales 

Envers la Societe, les Parts Sociales sont indivisibles, de sorte qu'un seul 
proprietaire par Part Sociale est admis. Les coproprietaires indivis doivent designer 
une seule personne qui les represents aupres de la Societe. 

Article 10- Transfert de Parts Sociales 

Dans 1'hypothese oil il n'y a qu'un seul associe, les Parts Sociales detenues par 
celui-ci sont librement transmissibles. 

Dans 1'hypothese oil il y a deux associes, les Parts Sociales sont librement 
cessibles entre ces deux associes. 

Dans 1'hypothese oil il y a plusieurs associes, les Parts Sociales detenues par 
chacun d'entre eux sont transmissibles sous reserve du respect des dispositions des 
articles 189 et 190 de la Loi. 

En cas de deces d'un associe, les Parts Sociales de ce dernier ne peuvent etre 
transmises a des non-associes que moyennant I'agrement, donne en assemblee 
generale, des autres associes a la majorite des trois quarts du capital social. Ce 
consentement n'est cependant pas requis lorsque les Parts Sociales sont transmises, 
soit a des ascendants on descendants, soit au conjoint survivant. 

Article 11 - Rachat de Parts Sociales 

La Societe peut proceder an rachat de ses propres Parts Sociales dans la 
mesure oil cela est permis par ces Statuts et conformement a la Loi. 

C. Gerance 

Article 12 - Conseil de Gerance 

La Societe est geree par un ou plusieurs gerants, qui n’ont pas besoin d’etre 
associes.

Article 15 - Reunion du Conseil de Gerance
